TWIN FALLS - Felony crimes filed in 
Twin Falls County prosecutor’s office 
have gone “off the charts" - much of it be- 
cause of the use of the drug metham- 
phctaminc, county prosecutor G. Richard :

Over the past year, the prosecutor’s of- 
fice has seen 73 percent more felonies than 
last year, Bevan said. The statistics repre- 
sent arrests - not necessarily cases that 
make it to court, he said. 

Between January and March 1995 his 
office has seen 128 felony cases, compared 
to 74 eases during the same, lime last year 
and about 40 felonies in same period in 
1993, he said.

California floods boost produce prices across land

BOSTON — Karen Hart’s eyes went wide 
when she learned the price of her S4.29 
lunchtime salad would be going up by 33 
cents because of the floods in California. 

“It’s about the healthiest thing you can cat, 
although 1 might do more tuna fish instead of 
something else now,” the telecommunications 
consultant said as she inched along a crowded 
salad bar. 

A week of rain that ended lost week caused 
more than $360 million in crop losses in Cali- 
fornia’s rich Salinas Valley, called the no- 
tion’s salad bowl because of the huge amount 
. o£ produce grown there — including half the 
'nation’s winter lettuce. Flooding also washed 
out highways, slowing distribution. 

“Consumers arc already beginning to sec 
higher prices on almost all of the product that 
comes out of California," said Mickey Clcrc. 
spokesman for the Jacksonville, Fla.-based 
Winn Dixie supermarket chain. . 

Major supermarket chains said they are fac- 
ing shortages of artichokes, broccoli, 
cauliflower, celery, lettuce and strawberries. 


The price of artichokes could double, and the 
cost of other fruits and vegetables is rising. 

The l, 1 1 0-storc A&P chain plans to push 
cilantro, a leafy vegetable, as a substitute for 
lettuce. 

Restaurants also arc likely to find stand-ins 
for their salads. 

“Who! I think you’ll see is n lot of innova- 
tion," said Wendy Webster, spokeswoman for 
the National Restaurant Association. "The 
good, thing about produce is, there’s a lot of 
room for substitution.” 

She said restaurants probably will swallow 
the increase. 

Tom Kelly, co-owner of Mac Kelly’s 
Greens ’n Things in Chicago, said he will tty 
to avoid raising the salad bar price. 

But executives at Boston’s Souper Salad 
chain said they have no choice but to add a 
33-ccnt surcharge, to the $4.29 cost of a salad 
starting Wednesday. 

“A number of key produce items arc going 
to bo double our typical cost," said Bruce Rc- 
instcin, exceptive vice president. “Our objec- 
tive is to absorb as tnuch as we can, but thnt’s 
impossible given the produce we go through."

Another round of storms sweeps across Northern California

Sporadic but intense bursts of rain, hail and snow slid 
across Northern California Tuesday, moving quickly enough 
to spare the stoim-battered region from renewed flooding. 

The region’s major rivers, which overflowed earlier this 
month and caused widespread flooding in Guemevilte, the 
Napa Valley and the Salinas Valley fanning region, were 
likely to be able to absorb the latest rain. 

"The systems arc moving fairly quickly,” said meteorolo- 
gist Kathy Clark of the National Weather Service. “The rain 
we receive will be widely scattered-type showers. They 
won’t be widely concentrated over a long period of time, 
which is when we run into trouble.” 

Clark said the Russian, Napa, Salinas, Pajaro and Carmel 
rivers, which had routed thousands of people from their 
homes, all were running 8 to 10 feet below flood stage. 

Clear Lake, which has 2,900 homes on 1 10 miles of 
shoreline north of Santa Rosa, was IK feet above flood 
stage. That was about a half-foot below last week’s peak. 


Lake County Sheriffs Copt. JcfT Markham said there was 
concern about an earthen levee, but crews reinforced it with 
sandbags. 

"We’re hoping for a cold rain rather than a worm tropical 
one because that would mean less watCT,” Markham said. 

Rain contributed to traffic accidents in southern Califor- 
nia, while about 4 inches of snow fell in the San Bernardino 
Mountains cast of Los Angeles. Wind up to 35 mph fanned a 
morning sandstorm in Palm Springs. 

Tuesday’s rain caused no new problems in the Ventura 
County bcachtown of La Conchila, where a soggy hillside 
threatens to slide again after flattening nine homes last 
month. ' 

“We’re just hoping it stays that way,” said Ventura Coun- 
ty sheriffs Cmdr. Richard Purnell. 

The California Department of Food and Agriculture raised 
its damage estimate for flooding in the Salinas Valley, say- 
ing the water wiped out S396 million worth of crops, That is 
on top of $97 mijlion in estimated crop damages during 
flooding in January.' _

Fox is the elected superintendent of 
public instruction, and I feel very 
uncomfortable shoving down her 
throat how she is going to run her 
deportment," Caldwell member*' 
Thomas Dillon said. 

The board voted to spend about 
$430,000 of the state’s $448,000 
Goals 2000 money, and to let Fox 
decide whether to accept nearly 
$18,000 to offset administrative 
costs for the program. If Fox choos- 
es to reject the $18,000, then the 
board reserved authority to spend 
the money itself. 

Later Tuesday, the board ques- 
tioned why Fox has hired an om- 
budsman at on annual salary, of 
$50,000 plus - and has attempted to 
create an architectural-design divi- 
sion - without seeking its approval. 


Board members said Idaho law re- 
quires such changes to go through 
them. 

“I think the ombudsman is a 
change that should've been present- 
ed to this board," Mosman told Fox. 

"I’m concerned about some of the 
things that have happened and some 
of the things we’ve read about that 
may be happening,” Mosman said. 
In his opinion, Mosman said,

But the superintendent denied she 
has made any major organizational 
changes. 

Fox’s staffers could only watch 
as the board repeatedly questioned 
her actions.

Observers said the state board has 
rarely been so involved in address- 
ing primary and secondary educa- 
tion.

Charges look serious 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House ethics committee docs not 
consider complaints against 
Speaker Newt Gingrich 
frivolous, the panel’s chairwom- 
an said Tuesday. 

Although a meeting Tuesday 
on the complaints produced no 
decision on the committee's next 
move, the allegations "raise in- 
teresting issues,” said Rep. Nan- 
cy Johnson, R-Conn., who chairs 
the panel. 

Gingrich has considered the 
complaints serious enough to an- 
swer the allegations in written re- 
sponses, but the Republican lead- 
er’s public statements have 
ridiculed the complaints as the 
work of embittered Democrats. 

“No complaint is frivolous in 
this environment in this time," 
Mrs. Johnson told reporters. 

The committee has not yet 
launched a formal investigation 


of charges that the speaker vio- 
lated House rules in financing a 
college course and in other activ- 
ities. House Democrats and con- 
gressional watchdog groups have 
asked the panel to name an inde- 
pendent adviser or counsel to 
make recommendations. 

Mrs. Johnson said she doubted 
that the committee would decide, 
before an April recess whether to 
take that step. But she said the 
committee would continue meet- 
ing, rejecting a suggestion by 
Common Cause that the panel 
stop its deliberations and appoint 
the outside adviser right away. 

Citing “a highly charged atmo- 
sphere,” Common Cause to 
wrote each committee member 
that naming a non-partisan advis- 
er, with experience in ethics cas- 
es, “will be a critical factor in ob- 
taining a publicly credible re 1 
suit."

WASHINGTON — These are 
things you don’t see oftert these 
days: President Clinton getting bi- 
partisan praise for one of his nomi- 
nations and someone offering a 
spirited defense of farm programs. 

Both happened Tuesday when a 
Senate committee held confirma- 
tion hearings on Dan Glickman’s 
nomination as secretary of agricul- 
ture. Glickman, who served 18 
years as a Kansas congressman, 
emerged from a long day of ques- 
tioning with high marks from virtu- 
ally everyone on the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee. 

He said that he favors a mostly 
steady course on U.S. farm and 
food policy, telling the committee 
“for the most part they work pretty 
well.’’ But he did flag some prob- 
lems with form subsidies and loan 
programs. 

It didn’t hurt Glickman’s nomi- 
nation that his fellow Kansans 
started the applause, beginning 
with Senate Republican Leader 
Bob Dole, who said he’d like to sec 
Glickman confirmed by next week. 

“We know Dan Glickman, we 
know his family, we know they’re 
good people, they’re honest," Dole 
said. "He's a man of integrity.” 

But Glickman fneed some diffi- 
cult questions nbout farm program? 
now under attack .in Congress, 
about allegations of waste and 
fraud and about food policies that 
Republicans hope to change. 

Committee chairman Richard 
Lugar, R-Ind., said a review of 
• Glickman’s background showed 
that all ethical questions had been 
resolved. Bur he warned Glickman, 
“you will be under a microscope" 
because of the financial problems 
. of his predecessor, Mike Espy.

L.A. police rally at City Hall 
to condemn Simpson defense 


; LOS ANGELES <AP) — Nine 
months of being branded liars, racists 
imd bumbling incompetents was 
enough for 200 Los Angeles police 
officers and supporters who gathered 
Tuesday at City Hall to protest the 
defense strategy of O.J. Simpson's 
lawyers. 

Shortly after the "Enough Js 
Enough” unity rally concluded, the 
City Council voted 10-0 to approve a 
resolution asking Simpson attorneys to 
cease criticism of police. 

The officers' ire was aimed primari- 
ly at defense attorney Alan 
Dcrshowitz, who last week said police 
officers arc taught to lie as part of 
“testi-lying" academy training. 

“Mr. Dcrshowitz is a liar," police 
Chief Willie Williams said to the 
cheers of officers and supporters inside 


council chambers, where the rally was 
moved because of rain showers on the 
City Hall steps. 

"The Police Deportment doesn't 
have a class or syllabus or any kind of 
session that teaches people to lie. 
Honesty and integrity arc the most 
important considerations. ... Violations 
of that policy will get that badge ripped 
off your chest,” Williams said. 

Mayor Richard Riordan, who is also 
an attorney, said LAPD officers were 
"the finest in the country." 

"As for Alan Dershowitz’s com- 
ments — as a person, they made me 
angry; as a lawyer, they made me 
ashamed; ns mayor of Los Angeles, I 
am outraged," Riordan said.

Post office

MONTCLAIR, N.J. (AP) — An . 
after-hours hold-up at a post office 
in a New York City suburb Tuesday 
left four people dead and another-, 
person critically wounded. 

No suspects were in custody. 

Police said at least four men were - 
killed nt the post office in the 
Watchung Plaza shopping district 
near a New Jersey Transit train sta- 
tion. 

All the victims were thought to be 
postal employees because the holdup 
occurred just before 5 p.m.. nearly 
an hour after closing, Essex County 
Prosecutor Clifford Minor said. 

Police were called by a postal 
worker who entered the Upper 
Montclair post office and saw a body 
on the floor. He left and called 
police. They arrived to find the 
attacker or attackers gone. 

Howard Finney told WCBS Radio, 
that he got off a commuter train and 
saw police with weapons drawn 
around the nearby post office. 

He said he watched as police 
knocked down the front door of the 
post office around 5:15 p.m. A few 
minutes later, he said, about 10 peo- 
ple left the post office or an adjacent 
doorway and were rushed down the 
street by authorities.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The allied victory 
over Japan, traditionally known os "V-J Day," 
has been rcdubbed the “End of the Pacific War'' 
by the Clinton administration for observances 
this summer.

Fiscal year deficit sits at $94.08 billion 

WASHINGTON — The federal budget deficit for the first five 
months of fiscal 1995 climbed to $94.08 billion in February, 20 per- 
cent below the same period of las! year. 

The Treasury Department said Tuesday the government collected 
S521.85 billion since Oct. 1, 8 percent more than the S483.3I billion 
during the first five months of fiscal 1994. 

At the same time, it said spending also rose, but only 2.5 percent, to 
$615.93 billion from $601.14 billion the previous fiscal year. The 
deficit is the difference between income and outlays. 

Analysts attribute the deficit improvement to a stronger economy, which 
generates more revenue, and federal laws that imposed caps on spending. 

New office would protect battered women 

WASHINGTON — Tiying to mobilize support for last year’s 
embattled crime taw. President Clinton Tuesdny named a former Iowa 
attorney general to head the new Violence Against Women office and 
announced the first $26 million in grants to protect women. 

He appointed Bonnie Campbell, former Iowa attorney general, to 
be the first director of a special Violence Against Women Office in 
the Justice Department that was authorized in the crime law. 

The $26 million in grants, nlso authorized in die crime law, will go to all 
50 states. Each state can receive up to $426,000 to bolster law enforcement, 
prosecution and victims’ services related to violence against women. Clinton 
called it a down payment on $800 million to be released over six years. 

Term-limits measure future looks dim 

WASHINGTON — House Republicans gained an important sup- 
porter Tuesday in their fight to limit terms of service in Congress, but 
prospects for approval of the constitutional amendment remained dim. 

Rep. John Bochner of Ohio, the fourth-ranking Republican in the 
leadership, reversed longstanding opposition to term limits and said 
he'd vote for the amendment when it reaches the floor. 

House GOP leaders arc tiying to dispel an impression they arc not 
working hard enough to win approval of the constitutional amend- 
ment, which is one of the most popular elements in the campaign-sea- 
son "Contract With America." 


Marijuana club offers pot to AIDS patients 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Behind the nondescript door is no 
ordinary smoky dive. ‘ 

If your nose doesn’t detect the- 
sweet smell of marijuana, the sign 
behind the bar says it all: "Thank you 
for pot smoking." 

At the San Francisco Cannabis 
Buyer's Club, AIDS, cancer and 
glaucoma patients come to buy and 
smoke the illegal weed they say is 
one of the few things that give them 
relief. 

"This is about Jove," said Dennis 
Peron, who founded the club after his 
partner died of AIDS in 1990. 
"People in the autumn, in the sunset 
of their lives, have a right to any med- 
icine that helps them feel better." ' 

Although Peron knows he is risking 
arrest,' the 3,200-mcmbcr club has yet 
to be busted. 

In 1992, the city Board of 
Supervisors, in a unanimous resolu- 
tion signed by Mayor Frank Jordan, 
ordered police and the district attorney 
to make enforcing laws ngninst mari- 
juana as medicine their lowest priori- 
ty- 

"The mayor supports medicinal use 
of marijuana as long as it’s under the 
supervision of a doctor,” said Jordan 
spokeswoman Meredith Halpem. 

To join the club, you have to pro- 
duce a photo ID and a doctor's letter 
certifying a condition that could be 
alleviated by pot. Members arc issuai 
a prosaic-looking membership card 
(and if you lose it twice, you’re out)

WASHINGTON (AP) — After 
weeks of wrangling over teen-age 
mothers, school lunches and the 
"slavery" of dependency, the House 
took up the centerpiece of the GOP 
social agenda Tuesday — a welfare 
overhaul that replaces federal sup- 
port for the poor with payments to 
the states. 

Food stamps, foster care and aid 
to disabled children and single 
mothers would be fundamentally 
changed under the far-reaching blue- 
print as states arc given a free hand 
to design their own welfare pro- 
grams. 

The bill also shrinks welfare 
spending by $66.4 billion over five 
years, repeals dozens of social pro- 
grams developed since the New 
Deal, and erases the federal govern- 
ment’s guarantee to support poor 
women and children. 

Republicans have called welfare 
the "last plantation” and say it has 
enslaved millions of American fami- 
lies in. long-term dependency. 

They accuse Democrats, who con- 
trolled the House for 40 years, of 
jealously guarding a bankrupt sys- 
tem that discourages work and mar- 
riage and encourages the poor to 
“stay where they are." 

“Young mothers having babies, 
not going out to work, and no man 
has responsibility for the family — 
that’s what we're setting out to 
reform," said Rep. Marge Roukema, 
R.-N.J. • 

Democrats, however, say the bill 
is cruel to millions of children and 
falls far short on getting parents 
from the welfare rolls into the work 
place. 

“While the current House plan is 
wenk on work, it is very tough on 
children,” President Clinton told 
Speaker Newt Gingrich, R-Ga., in a 


letter on the eve of the debate. 
"Cutting school lunches and getting 
tough on disabled children and chil- 
dren in foster care is not my idea of 
welfare reform." 

Clinton also criticized provisions 
in the bill that deny aid to unmarried 
mothers under age 1 8 and their chil- 
dren. 

"We should demand responsible 
behavior from people on welfare, 
but it is wrong to make small chil- 
dren pay the price for their parents' 
mistakes," he said. 

According to the administration's 
estimates, the bill when fully imple- 
mented would bar states from using 
federal funds to support 6.1 million 
needy children. 

In addition to the ban on cash aid 
to teen-age mothers, the bill also 
prohibits states from increasing the 
welfare checks of women who have 
additional children while on the 
rolls, and kicks all families ofT wel- 
fare after five years. 

The legislation also bars ns many 
as 2.2 million legal immigrants from 
federal welfare programs, including 
cash assistance, Medicaid and food 
stamps. 

Republicans say the Department 
of Health and Human Services, 
which did the administration’s 
analysis, is distorting the numbers. 

"Nothing could be more cruel to 
children that the current welfare sys- 
tem, and Democrats should stop 
peddling fear and start working on 
reforming a failed system,” said 
Majority Leader Dick Armey, R- 
Texas.

Cautious passengers return to Tokyo subway 


TOKYO (AP) — Police in gas 
'masks and protective clothing raided 
the offices of a secretive religious 
group Wednesday, two days after a 
ncrvc-gas.attack on Tokyo’s subway 
system killed eight people. 

, Police didn't face any resistance 
Wednesday as they started to enter the 
Aum Shinri Kyo's five-story building 
about 6:15 a.m. Tokyo time in a quiet, 
partly commercial neighborhood of 
Tokyo. 

It wasn’t immediately clear how the 
raid was related the subway terror. The 
group, previously accused of making 
the type of gas used in the attack 
Monday, has denied involvement. 

Police launched the raid os part of 
an investigation into the abduction of a 
public official last month, the Kyodo ' 
News Service reported. 

In the attack Monday, the poison 
gas identified by police as sarin was 
released simultaneously in several 
dpwntown Tokyo subway stations, 
including the one under the heart of 
Japan's government. 

About 700 people remained) hospi- 
talized, 75 of them in critical condi- 
' tion. 

. Police were also raiding or waiting 
.tensely outside other buildings belong- 
ing to the group in other parts of 
Japan. They were also in riot gear or 
gasmasks. 

As jittery passengers began their 
first workday commute since the 
attack, signs posted in stations urged 
them to be especially vigilant. Subway 
travel was light Tuesday, a national 
holiday for the spring equinox. 

There was still no known motive, no 
claim of responsibility and no arrests 
in one of the worst terrorist attacks in 
Japan. But_autlioritics were said to 
have a suspect: n man eycwitncscs said 
to have planted one of. the deadly 
parcels before being overcome by its 
fumes. 

The unidentified man was hospital- 
ized and investigators were waiting 
until he recovered sufficiently to be 
questioned, Japanese newspaper and 
television reports said. Police would 
not comment. ^

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia — Forty-one drums of deadly potas- 
sium cyanide reportedly have, been found on a resort island off \

It was not clear who dumped the chemical, which is used in the 
metallurgical and pesticide industries. Police said one person had 
been detained for questioning. 

The 1 10-pound drums were discovered Saturday and may have 
been transportej to Pangkor Island from the nearby town of Penang, 
the New Straits Times newspaper said Tuesday. It said some of the 
drums were leaking. 

The reports said huthorities moved the drums to higher ground and 
transferred the wnstc to new containers. Fewer than seven drops of 
potassium cyanide can be lethal.

Trimming the fat from lunch 
program can be a good idea 


Two eternal truths of American 
politics apply to the school-lunch de- 
bate: 

1. Any proposal for change will 
frighten some people. 

2. Any proposal to reduce the fed- 
eral government’s role in society, will 
frighten Democrats. 

House Republicans are being 
slammed for trying to cut spending 
on school lunches and other child- 
feeding programs. But beyond the 
flamboyant rhetoric about hungry 
children is a calmer reality. In fact, 
the Republicans’ proposal is not radi- 
cal, it is not heartless and it is not, 
strictly speaking, a cut. 

Under the Republican plan, the cur- 
rent school-lunch program and relat- 
ed programs would be abolished in 
favor of block grants to the states. 
That means the states would receive 
lumps of money to spend more or 
less as they choose. 

Meanwhile,’ total federal spending 
on those lumps would be capped. Ba- 
sically, spending, would continue to 
grow - but more, slowly than it would 
otherwise. 

How much more slowly? Well, 
those programs cost roughly $11.6 
billion this fiscal year. The Congres- 
sional Budget Office predicts that fig- 
ure will rise to $15.1 billion in five 
years, if the programs remain in their 
current form. 

If the Republicans get their way, 


the cost in five years will be $13.2 
billion. The difference between $15.1 
billion and $13.2 billion is the “cut" 
we’ve been hearing so much wailing 
about. Critics of the plan say hungry 
children will tumble into the gap. 

Maybe so. But the Republicans arc 
betting that the states, once- given 
control of the money, will find ways 
to spend it more efficiently. 

It looks like a good bet. Currently, 
some of that school-lunch funding 
subsidizes middle-class kids who 
don’t need subsidizing. And a peek 
into any school Dumpster will 
demonstrate that a lot of federal food 
doesn't get eaten. (It is interesting to 
note that much of wailing is coming 
from school-lunch food suppliers 
who have much at stake in the current 
gravylrain.) 

Given the freedom to design their 
own programs, the states probably 
can operate more efficiently. On the 
other hand, if the Democrats arc 
proven- right, and future block grants 
fall short of the need, states have the 
options of adding state money or lob- 
bying Congress for an increase in 
federal funding. 

Either way, the House Republicans 
are on the right track. The federal 
government needs to cut not only its 
own deficit spending but also its mi- 
cro-management of local affairs. And 
if feeding children isn’t a local affair, 
what is?

describes the strategy of the devil for cor- 
rupting a Christian: “Let him begin by treat- 
ing patriotism ... ns part of his religion. Then 
let him, under the influence of partisan spir- 
it, come to regard it as the most important 
part. Then quietly and gradually nurse him 
on to the stage at which the religion be- 
comes merely a part of the ’cause,’ in which 
Christianity is valued chiefly because of the - 
excellent arguments it can produce .... Once 
you have made the world an end, and faith h 
means, you have almost won your man, and 
it makes very little difference what kind of 
worldly end he is pursuing." 

It seems wc have arrived at such a point. 
Too many members of the Church — if one 
may speak of something so fragmented as a 
monolith — arc seeking a shortcut to righ- 
teousness, preferring the way of government 
to the way of its Savior. Question: Why 
should a majority accept something they 
have not seen fully lived out by those who 
profess to believe? 

America’s most dangerous diseases have 
developed an immunity to politics. We suf- 
fer not from a failure of political organiza- 
tion or power, but a failure of love. Our 
most pressing problem isn’t the federal 
deficit, but a deficit of time and attention 
that parents give their children and each oth- 


er. In violent streets and broken homes, the 
cry of anguished souls is not for more laws 
but for more conscience and character. 

The way to transform a nation is not by 
politics alone. It is not enough to support a 
welfare reform bill. Wc must also mentor 
the children of poverty who live without fa- 
thers and without hope. It is not enough to 
fight the gay rights lobby. Wc must comfort 
AIDS patients preparing for a lonely death. 

It is not enough to support a constitutional 
amendment banning abortion. We must, in 
greater numbers, provide young women in 
trouble with a home and sympathetic ear. 

A century ago, the abortion rate was hbout 
the same as it is today. It was reduced ini- 
tially, not by laws, but by compassionate -i- 
people and societies who met the needs of i 
women.

POCATELLO (AP) — A granite 
monument bearing the 10 
Commandments is no more religious- 
ly intrusive than the inscription "In 
God We Trust" on coins, Pocatello 
attorney Marcus Nye clnims. 

Nyc, representing Bannock 
County, Monday argued against a 
motion for summary judgment by 
three plaintiffs suing the county over 
the monument on the courthouse . 
lawn. 

Plaintiffs Andrew Albancsc, 
Stephen Wells and Larry Fullmer 
claim die monument violates the con- 
stitutional separation of church nnd 
state. They arc represented by the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 

U,S. Magistrate Larry Boyle indi- 
cated he would issue a decision on 
the motion within several weeks. No 
monetary damages arc sought. 

Albancsc, a former Idaho State 
University professor, withdrew from 
the suit. But ACLU attorney Bernard 
Zalcha said Albancsc will be part of 
the civil action. 

. It was Albancsc who first protested 
~-lhc monument’s presence on county 
property in 1992. 

Zalcha said he filed the summary 
judgment motion to avoid a schcd- 
.. -ulcd-MnyJO trial before U.S. District . 
Judge Edward Lodge. There arc no 
facts to dispute at trial, such as 
whether the monument exists. 

Fullmer said that as an atheist, he 
suffers mental distress when he passes 


the site. Wells added the monument 
interferes with raising his family. 

It was erected in 1967 as a gift 
from the Fraternal Order of Eagles. 
The county installed two adjacent 
plaques in 1993. 

One of the new plaques contains a 
quotation by Thomas Jefferson con- 
cerning religion freedom and the 
other says the county docs not 
endorse any particular religious 
belief. 

Zalcha argued those plaques were 
erected to enhance the monument os 
were two rose bushes planted on 
either side of it. The extra plaques to 
offset the 10 Commandments amount 
to inappropriately spending taxpay- 
ers’ money, he said. 

Nyc said the display is meant to 
boost respect for the rule of law. 

"This monument on its face does 
not promote religion ” Nyc said. 

Zalcha responded the 
Commandments arc a Judeo- 
Christian religious code of conduct. 

Nyc said it is not rare for public 
buildings to have statues or other ref- 
erences to religion on public display. 
A statue of Moses holding the 10 
Commandments tablets is prominent- 
ly displayed at the U.S. Supreme 
_Court building in Washington, he 
said. . 

Bannock County Commissioner 
Tom Kntsilometes said the county 
has no intention of removing the 
monument. 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) — A one- 
block area of Idaho Falls was 
evacuated after employees of 
Charlie’s restaurant discovered 
several gasoline bombs in a stor- 
age building behind the cafe. 

Idaho Falls Police Detective 
Ken Brown said restaurant 
employees and others were defi- 
nitely in danger Tuesday before 
the bombs were discovered. 

“The way it looks, if it 'hud all 
gone at once, it could have taken 
the (storage) building out." 

At 11:45 a.m., employees of 
Charlie's called the fire depart- 
ment to report they smelled 


chemical odors. 

Police and fire crews searched 
the storage building to the west of 
Charlie's, where they found what 
appeared to be several bomb-like 
devices, Brown said. The devices 
were set up with trip wires rigged 
to ignitc a charge of gasoline. 
Brown said. 

Officials evacuated adjacent 
buildings. 

More than an hour after they 
were discovered, traffic was still 
re-routed. The Broadway Bridge 
remained closed and barricaded, 
as were the streets around 
Charlie’s. 


Bunker Hill landmark crumbles 


SMELTERV1LLE (AP) — The 
Bunker Hill lead smelter's baghousc 
which deposited tons of lead dust on 
Silver Volley communities is tum- 
bling down. 

Some view the four-story building 
os a monument to corporate greed 
which jeopardized the area’s health. 

But when the red brick walls start- 
ed falling Monday, longtime Bunker 
Hill foreman Rich Nearing spoke 
nostalgically of lost jobs. Like many 
other residents, he sees cleanup of 
the refinery complex as a chance to 
lure new industry. 

“It’s got to happen, but it’s sad," 
he said of the demolition. "When it 
shut down, there were 2,200 people, 
working here.” 

That was in 1981, Nearing worked 
at Bunkef Hill for 26 years and 
stayed on to do maintenance, waiting 
for the federal Superfund program to 


start cleaning it up. 

On Monday, about two dozen peo- 
ple were on hand to dismantle the 
zinc and lead smelters. Mild weather 
means that 60 to 70 structures could 
come down by summer, twice as 
much as earlier planned, said project 
manager Earl Liverman of the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

The baghousc was there since the 
plant opened in 1917. It contained 
filters that trapped lead dust before ir 
polluted the air. 

The filters were wool bags that 
hung like rows of windsocks, each 
30 feet high. There were 12,000 
bags. In 1973, 2,800 were destroyed 
by fire. 

But lend prices were high at the 
time. Gulf Resources & Chemical . 
Corp. continued to operate at full 
production despite the disabled fil- 
tering system.

FBI proves embezzlement 
at First Federal Savings Bank 

TWIN VALLS - Federal investigators 
are looking into on apparent embezzle- 
ment by a former bank teller at First 
Federal Savings Bank, the bank 
announced Tuesday. 

The teller was fired March 1 after con- 
fessing to embezzling money from the 
accounts of 30 to 35 customers at the 
Blue Lakes Blvd. branch, said Richard 
Allen, chairman, president and chief 
executive officer of the savings bank. 

•No one will lose any money, and the 
amount taken is still being determined by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
Allen said. The bank is contacting cer- 
tain customers to restore their accounts 
to the proper balances, and the losses arc 
covered by the bank’s insurance, he said. 

No charges have been filed, nor any- 
one arrested, Allen said. The teller, who 
has worked for the bank for “quite a long 
time,” is cooperating fully with the 
investigation, he said. * 

. - The. fraud, was discovered by bank 
employees about a month ago, and auditors 
subsequently verified the embezzlement 
before the bank called the FBI, Allen said. 

' The bank is looking for ways to 
improve its methods of checking for 
fraud, he said. First Federal Savings 
Bank, with assets of mrirc'than $200 mil- 
lion, has not had an incident of embez- 
zlement for 72 years, he said. 

Nuclear waste shipments are 
scheduled to arrive this week 

TWIN FALLS - More nuclear waste 
from U.S. Navy warships is cn route to 
Idaho and will probably arrive by the 
middle of the week, the Snake River 
Alliance reported Monday. 

Casks of spent - but still highly radioac- 
tive - nuclear fuel arc coming by train 
from U.S. Naval shipyards in Newport 
News. Va„ according to an alliance news 
release. The alliance is a statewide citi- 
zen’s group that monitors environmental 
threats at thcldaho National Engineering 
Labo rat o ry , nca r I daho Falls. 

“If the nuclear navy has its way, the 
shipments we’re seeing so far in 1995 
arc just a drop in the bucket,” said 
alliance spokeswoman Kerry Cooke. 
“We've been advised by allies that the 
nuclear navy is gearing up for a blitz of 
spent fuel shipments into Idaho. 

“Our information is that 10 trains, each 
with four to six casks of spent reactor 
fuel, will be on the rails to Idaho over a 
90-day period," Cooke said. The ship- 
ments could begin 30-days after on envi- 
ronmental impact statement is released, 
possibly in June, she said. 

“It’s clear the only interest the nuclear 
navy has in Idaho is as the receiving site 
for all nuclear navy refuse,” Cooke said. 

The Department of Energy, which 
oversees nuclear waste shipments to the 
INEL, declines to comment on shipments 
that ore cn route.

Eaton OKs Fox’s Morningside probe

BOISE - State Schools Superintendent 
Anne Fox will personally oversee the con- 
tinuing inquisition into Morningside 
Elementary School's testing practices, 
despite the furious objections of Twirt 
Falls School Board Chairman Steve 
Tolmnn. 

"Dr. Fox thinks this is*an important 
issue," State Board of Education member 
Curtis Eaton of Twin Falls said Tuesday at 
the board's meeting. "She’ll take this as 
her personal investigation, and she’ll work 
directly with the district." 

But in a letter to Fox, Toiman accuses 
her of violating ethics and protocol by 
mishandling the investigation. 

“We believe your objectivity has been 
compromised, and any further action in 
this situation should be authorized and 
conducted by the Idaho State Board of 
Education," Toiman wrote. 

Morningside is a nationally recognized 
"Blue Ribbon" school, and its students 
have received some of the top standard- 
ized test scores in the nation. 

An investigation by the state Education 
Department last month turned up no evi- 
dence of impropriety after House 
Education Chairman Ron Black of Twin 
Falls first raised questions about the 
school. 

Tuesday, Fox said she still has no evi- 
dence of wrongdoing at Morningside. But 
Fox said she’s investigating the test scores 
on behalf of a “patroness," whom she 
declined to identify. 

Kathy Thomsen of Twin Falls, a dis- 
gruntled former volunteer at the school, 
has admitted in recent days that she 
requested the second test-score investiga- 
tion. In fact, Thomsen said she has 
launched her own investigation, using test- 
ing information provided by Fox. 

Thomsen, a foe of the school’s “out- 
come-based education" program, appar- 
ently expects to prove that. Morningside 
got its high test scores through improper 


Tolman’s letter to Anne Fox 


BOISE - Here is the complete text of a 
letter sent Friday to state Schools 
Superintendent Anne Fox by Twin Foils 
School Board Chairman Steve Toiman. 

Dear Dr. Fox: 

The purpose of this letter is to formally 
inquire about information we’ve received 
regarding an investigation by your department 
of the legitimacy of standardized test scores 
produced by students at Morningside 
Elementary School in the Twin Falls School 
District #411, We are also inquiring 03 to the 
possibility that your office may have shared 
confidential information with a patron of our 
district ’ 

' Information we’ve received indicates that 
you may have shared confidential information 
with the Twin Falls patron, Ms. Kathy 
Thomsen. We have given Ms. Thomsen 
everything she has requested that is classified 
ns public information, but we have not given 
Ms. Thomsen information which is legally 
confidential. If indeed you or your office has 
shared confidential information with this 
patron as is alleged, you have violated federal 
confidentiality statutes. Let us assure you we 
will have no recourse but to report this viola- 
tion to the appropriate authorities. 

We challenge the fact that there is sufficient 
cause to initiate any investigation whatsoever 
of our testing practices in this district. We 
have just received the results of an indepen- 
dent review of the school’s 4th grade test 
administration and have been assured that 
there were no irregularities in either the test- 
ing process or in the population tested. This 
review was requested by us to disprove a 
“rumor” of incorrect testing procedures pub- 
licly spread by apparently uninformed 
sources. The rumor was found to be incorrect, 
inaccurate, and entirely without substance. 



Your office’s review 
of the results of tests 
administered to grades 3, 
5, and 6 in this district is 
likewise unwarranted and 
definitely unauthorized, 
As you know, these ore 
tests administered by the 
Twin Falls district for our 1 
own informational pur- 
poses and are not part of 
the state’s mandatory 
testing program. 

Toiman Nevertheless, we have 

had nothing to hide and 
would have been happy to cooperate in any 
effort to dispel the uninformed and inaccurate 
rumors received by your office. However, our 
district was not even given the common cour- 
tesy of being informed that a patron was alleg- 
ing, improprieties, and now you want us to 
respond to the allegations. We believe we 
have already responded to these allegations 
with die previous investigation. 

School districts have repeatedly been told 
that any complaint lodged against them would 
first be referred back to them for resolution 
prior to the state department becoming 
involved. This did not happen in this instance. 
We object to this violation of established pro- 
tocol and to-the lack of ethics it reflects. 

If our information is correct, this letter will 
serve as formal notice to you on behalf of the 
board of trustees, staff, students and patrons of 
School District #41 1 that we object to further 
disruptions to our district. We believe your 
objectivity has been compromised, and any 
further action in this situation should be 
authorized and conducted by the Idaho State 
Board of Education.

Toiman said he has “received informa- 
tion" that Fox may have supplied Thomsen 
with confidential test information. 

"If indeed you or your office has shared 
confidential information with this patron 
as is alleged, you hove violated fcdcrql 
confidentiality statutes. Let us assure you 
we will have no recourse but to report this 
violation to the appropriate authorities,” 
Toiman wrote. . 

Monday, Thomsen denied receiving tho 
confidential test scores of individual stu- 
dents, however. Tuesday, she declined to 
comment on any aspect of the controversy. 

Twin Falls School District 
Superintendent Terrell Donicht said he 
understands Fox is seeking information on 
the state-mandated scholastic achievement 
tests, plus copies of tests given to third-, 
fifth- and sixth-graders paid for by the 
Twin Falls School district. 

Fox has vociferously denounced out- 
come-based education. Morningside’s, 
high scores on the Iowa Tests of Basic 
Skills have undermined OBE opponents; 
who maintain the education nppronch docs 
not work. 

Toiman has called this probe "unwar-: 
ranted and definitely unauthorized." 
Tuesday, Donicht suggested the investiga- 
tion is unnecessary. 

“This gets to be nonsensical after a 
while. I think the people of Morningside 
have been put through enough,” Donicht 
added.

Plan would reduce 
pollution in Snake ■

TWIN FALLS - Sometimes, sections of the Middle Snake 
River aren’t fit for swimming - but private industry and the 
state of Idaho have produced a plan that could improve the 
river's water quality. 

The plan will be unveiled at an open house today at Ihc state 
Department of Health and Welfare building, at 601 Pole Line; 
Road in Twin Falls. The open house will run from 2 p.m. to 9, 
p.m., with special presentations at 5 p.m. and 7 p.m, j 

Known os a Nutrient Management Plan, the document out- 
lines a voluntary program for industry to reduce pollution iri 
the river. Thc pollutants are called “nutrients” because they 
fertilize the water weeds that clog the river. The plan docs not 
create any new regulations. 

Lack of flowing water is a fundamental problem in die 92.5- 
mile section of the Middle Snake, from Milner Dam to King Hill. • 

“The importance of flows cannot be overstated,” the plan 
says. "The absence of natural flow variations, including spring 
freshets, have compounded ... the problem in the Mid-Snake. 
High water velocities limit sedimentation and (weed) growth, 
as well as scour deposited sediments.” 

The five-year plan calls for a 30 percent reduction of phos- 
phorus in the river, a 30 percent reduction in sediments, and a 3Q 
percent reductions in plant mass in selected spots. 

During warm months, much of the Middle Snake’s water is 
tnken out of the river and used to irrigate farm fields. Water 
that remains in the river is slowed by hydroelectric dams, 
warmed by the sun, then laced with “nutrients” that nourish 
thick tangles of aquatic weeds and algae. 

In places such as Centennial Park in the shadow of the Petrine 
Bridge, the Snake sometimes resembles a stagnant pond. 

To counter that trend, fish hatcheries will try to reduce their 
phosphorus discharges by 20 percent in the first year of the 
plan, and 40 percent over five years. 

Municipal sewer plants will reduce ammonia contributions 
by 50 percent and trim phosphorus discharges by 34 percent. 
Food-processing plants will reduce phosphorus contributions 
by 20 pcrcnt. 

Irrigated agriculture will reduce sediment discharges by 27 
percent. Local canal companies have built dozens of settling 
ponds in recent years, which has diminished Ihc amount of 
dirt in ihc river. 

The Nutrient Management Plan also seeks cooperation 
from feed lots and hydroelectric operators. 

Written comment on the plan will be accepted through April 21.;

Storm knocks out power

PAUL - A surprise snowfall 
left residents here without power 
for about an hour Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

Wet, heavy snow burdened 
electric power lines, causing a 
small fire and three fuses to blow 
on First Street West and Lincoln, 
said Ed Holloron, Rural Electric 
line foreman. 

Melted snow seeped inside 
cracked powcrlinc insulation and 
came in contact with the live 
wires, Holloron said. That charges 
a bolt of electricity down a power 
pole until it grounded in the earth, 
causing an arc, he explained. The 
electrical arc ignited a fire, burn- 


ing the pole and a cross arm as 
well as blowing the fuses. 

That created some .morning 
fireworks, he said. 

"When (the fuses) get an over- 
load, they’ll expel themselves 
open with a big noise” much like 
a gun, Holloron said. That report 
was accompanied by a fireball. 

Crews responded to the outage 
just after 8 a.m. and had power' 
restored to Paul residents within 
an hour. Holloron was not certain 
how many people were without 
power. 

National Weather Service fore- 
casts call for more wet snow this 
weekend, adding the possibility of 
more power outages in the area.

Strike news worsens as Selig toughens owners’ stance

NEW YORK — Baseball players and 
owners took a step backward during Tues- ' 
day's secret session between acting commis- 
sioner Bud Selig and union head Donald 
Fehr. 

Selig, according to two sources with 
knowledge of the meeting, talked about own- 
ers raising their tax rates and thresholds, not 
lowering them to move closer to the union. 

The goal going into the two-day session in 
the Washington area was to set up the re- 
sumption of full-scale bargaining later this 
week. But no date was set, probably meaning 
the next step will be a hearing before a feder- 
al judge on the National Labor Relations 


Board's anticipated request for an injunction 
against the teams. 

Just 1 Y> weeks remain to the scheduled 
' start of the season on April 2, and owners ap- 
pear intent on opening with replacement 
players. ' , 

Those who had heard accounts of the meet- 
ing said owners showed less of a willingness 
to bargain than they did earlier this month, 
when six days of talks at Scottsdale, Ariz.,. 
led to a breakdown. 

Fehr, speaking Tuesday night from his 
home in suburban New York, said he 
wouldn’t confirm any details about the meet- 
ing. Selig’s two-scntencc statement revealed 
nothing. ”i 

Mediator W.J. Usery asked owners on 


March 9 to make a “best offer” to players, but 
Selig didn’t refer to that in a brief statement 
issued by spokesman Rich Levin. 

"Wc’vc had two days of intense ondjym-' 
structivc discussions,” Selig said. “The par- 
ties will be bock in touch with Bill Usery 
shortly." 

Selig was accompanied to the meeting by 
management lawyer Rob Manfred. Fehr was 
accompanied by Lauren Rich, the union’s 
No. 3 official. 

Management’s negotiating committee was 
to receive an update during a conference call 
-scheduled to start at 8:30 p.m. EST. 

People involved in the talks on the players’ 
side, speaking on the condition they not be 
identified, said management officials had told 


them in recent days that owners want to test 
the union’s resolve, hoping that players 
would break ranks and cross. 

Those sources said the same management 
officials had told them owners will attempt to 
delay a decision in the NLRB’s move for a 
preliminary injunction to restore salary arbi- 
tration, frec-agent bidding and anticollusion 
rules. 

The NLRB board meets Thursday in 
Washington and almost certainly will ap- 
prove general counsel Fred Fcinstcin’s re- 
quest to seek an injunction. Daniel Silver- 
man, the agency’s New York regional direc- 
tor, is expected to file a motion requesting the 
injunction Thursday or Friday in U.S. District 
Court in New York. 


Federal appeals court 
rejects antitrust suits 


Arizona State expects 
to feel Kentucky’s pressure

NEW YORK — A federal appeals court 
ruled Tuesday that unions can’t file antitrust 
suits against employers and reversed a S3 0.3 
-million judgmcirtragamsnhirNFL; : 

The 2-1 decision by the U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals for the District of Columbia also im- 
pacts the baseball strike talks arid the tense 
labor relations in the NBA, which has operat- 
ed without a collective bargaining agreement 
since last summer. It affirms similar rulings 
by federal appeals courts in St. Louis and 
New York. 

"When federal labor policy collides with 
antitrust policy in a labor market organized 
around a collective bargaining relationship, 
antitrust policy must give way,” Chief Judge 
Harry Edwards wrote for the majority. ... 

“Injecting antitrust liability into the system 
for resolving disputes between unions and 
employers would both subvert national labor 
policy and exaggerate federal antitrust con- 
cerns.” 

Baseball players have asked Congress to 
strip baseball owners of their antitrust exemp - 1 
tion, created by a 1922 U.S. Supreme Court 
decision. But even if the exemption was re- 
moved, Tuesday’s decision in Brown vs. Pro 
Football Inc. would force the Major League 
Baseball Players Association to decertify be- 
fore it could file suit . 

Tuesday’s decision mirrored the 8th Cir- 


cuit’s holding in Powell vs. NFL, decided on 
Nov. 1, 1989, and the 2nd Circuit’s holding 
in NBA vs. Williams, decided last Jan. 24. 
But it went even further, holding that a uni- 
laterally implemented term after an im passe 
-irrbargainlffg'was beyond challenge under " 
the antitrust laws. 

"To accommodate federal labor policy, we 
must preserve the delicate balnncc of counter- - 
vailing power that characterizes the process," 
Edwards wrote in his 30-page decision. “In- 
jecting the Sherman Act into the collective 
bargaining process would disrupt this balance 
by giving unions a powerful new weapon, 
one not contemplated by the federal labor - 
lows.” 

Tuesday’s case was filed after the NFL 
unilaterally implemented a rule in 1989 es- 
tablishing developmental squads of six rookie 
or first-year players per team. The league 
fixed their salaries at S 1 ,000 per week. 

On May 9, 1990, Antony Brown of the 
Buffnlo Bills filed a class-action suit on be- 
half of 235 developmental squad players 
against the league and its teams. U.S. District 
. Judge Roycc Lam both ruled for the players 
on-March 10, 1992, and that Oct. 6 a jury 
awarded damages that were trebled to 
530,349,642. On the following May 13, 
Lambcrth issued a permanent injunction bar- 
ring the NFL from ever again setting uniform 
regular- seas on salaries for any category of 
players.

Stocks sag; Dow retreats from record high

NEW. YORK — Stocks pulled back from 
their peaks Tuesday after a sudden afternoon 
sell-off. in the bond market prompted 
investors to collect profits. • 

The retreat on Wall Street snapped n 
three-session string of record-setting 
advances in the Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age, which temporarily traded above 4,100 
before abruptly reversing course in late 
action. It finished at 4,072.61, or 11.07 
points bcl<H»cwhere it started the day. 

: Market measures comprising a wider 



range of stocks also lost-gvound. The New 
York Stock Exchange composite index fell 
0.47 to 267.58, Standard & Poor’s 500 stock 
index dropped 1.08 to 495.07 and the 
Nasdaq Stock Market composite shed 0.71 
to 809.78. All three had hit record highs on 
Monday. 

Declining issues outnumbered advancers 
by about II to 9 on the Big Board where the 
trading pace picked up from Monday. 
Volume on the Big Board’s floor came to 
367.09 million shares as of 4 p.m. Eastern 
time, up from 301.72 million in die previous 
session. 

At the American Stock Exchange, the 
market value index slipped 0l53 to 455.65. 

Foreign market activity didn’t provide 
much inspiration for U.S. investors. Stocks 
finished higher in London, mixed in Paris 


and lower in Frankfurt. Financial markets 
were closed in Japan for a spring holiday. 

The stock market tracked the bond market 
throughout the day. Modest bond buying 
that materialized in mid-morning, which 
'coincided with a recovery in the dollar from 
a- record low against the Japanese yen, sup- 
ported stocks for much of the session. But 
the support vanished in the afternoon when 
bonds reacted negatively to an unexpectedly 
strong retail sales reading. 

.Market analysts said Johnson Redbook’s 
latest indicator of national retail sales gave 
both bond and stock investors an excuse to 
sell and collect profits amassed during the 
recent rallies in both markets. 

' The report showed sales rose 0.6 per- 
cent in the first three weeks of March 
from February and were up 7 percent 


from the same 1994 period. 

“Both markets were susceptible to some 
profit-taking because we've had such good 
rallies,” said Robert Walbcrg, an analyst at 
the money management* firm MMS 
International. "The Johnson Redbook fig- 
ures just provided the excuse.” 

Normally the financial markets don’t 
attach too much significance to one set of 
.figures, such as those from the Johnson 
Redbook Service. But Walbcrg said the 
news disturbed investors who had become 
confident that consumer spending had eased. 

The solid sales reading ran counter to 
other statistics lately that have pointed to a 
moderation in economic activity. The report 
led the financial markets to rethink forecasts 
that have been calling for steady interest 
rates.

MK doubles estimated losses 


BOISE (AP) — Morrison Knudsen 
Corp. has nearly doubled its estimate 
of 1994 losses and acting Chairman 
William Clark announced his resig- 
nation ns acting chairman. 

Clark said he was leaving the 
board immediately. 

Bob Tinstmnn, MK’s new CEO, 
safd the latest loss estimate of S3 10 
million instead of S17S million for 
1994 was reached Sunday night. ■ 
The estimate is a consensus view 
by executives, internal and external 
auditors and financial consultants for 
MK's lenders. He said the group has 
been pouring over the firm’s con- 


tracts and businesses for the past six 
weeks since former Chairman 
William Agee was ousted by the 
board of directors. 

The company made $163 million 
during Agee’s tenure, and has lost 
nearly $340 million if the new esti- 
mates arc correct. 

Tinstman said MK expects to lose 
$275 million in its fourth quarter, 
■ mostly due to losses expected on two 
large transit-car contracts. 
Previously, MK believed the loss 
would be $14J million. 

MK expects to repo* final num- 
bers by the end of March. 


The company is batfoBg a credibil- 
ity problem with I enacts and securi-, 
ties analysts. Company officials said 
lost July and in February that losses 
reported at the time would clear up 
MK’s.problcms. 

The news sent shivers through Wall 
Street MK’s stock fell $ 1.62*4, or 20 
percent, in heavy trading of 1.5 mil- 
lion shares, ending ihe day at $6.50. 

Executives and directors denied the 
company was in danger of failing. 

But when asked for evidence of 
vitality, they would only point to the 
company’s $4 billion backlog of 
unfinished contracts. 


Boise hotel may become 
center for meditation 

BOISE (AP) — Boise’s historic Idanha Hotel, a chateau-style 
building that has been a feature of the city since 1901 , is being 
sold to a group that may turn it into a transcendental meditation 
training center. 

A contract has yet to be signed, but negotiations are under way, 
say the owner and the prospective buyers. 

Jim White, managing partner of Idanha Properties, the owner 
of the building; confirmed that he is negotiating to sell the Idanjia 
to Dennis Goodman and Sara Sevier, who live in the hotel. 

Goodman and Sevier said they arc in die final stages of a trans- 
action but declined to comment further. 

Peter Schott, whose 1 18-scat restaurant is on the main floor of 
the six-story hotel, said Goodman and Sevier plan to convert the 
, building into a training center for transcendental meditation. 


Farmers scurry to meet cotton demand 


WINDSOR, Va. (AP) — Welcome back to the land 
of cotton. 

Old times here arc not forgotten. 

Given up for dead in some parts of Dixie not long 
ago, cotton is reclaiming its former kingdom os market 
prices soar to historic levels. Now the problem for 
. farmers racing to raise cotton is finding enough equip- 
ment to harvest it. 

The crop all but disappeared from Virginia in the 
1960s and '70s, beset by boll weevils and competition 
from polyester and other synthetic fibers. 

But the development of easy -care cotton shirts and 
wrinkle-free slacks, combined with bad crops over- 
seas, has made cotton a hot fiber. 

This month, cotton edged above $1.10 a pound, n 
high not seen since the Civil War. Industry experts 
credit the rise to strong world demand for last year’s 
ample U.S. crop and weak production elsewhere, par- 
ticularly in China, India and Pakistan. 

“We're the only producer that can supply the world 
market with cotton right now," said Fred Middleton, a 
Memphis, Term., spokesman for the National Cotton 
Council. “We’ve become a supplier year-round, rather 
than just a residual supplier when other countries ore 
out of cotton.” 

Virginia produced 79,200 bales in 1994, obliterating 
. the state’s record of 58,000 bales, set in 1925. The 
1994 total was more than double Virginia’s 1993 out- 
put of 30,100 bales. The national harvest was 19.7 mil- 
lion bales last year. 

Seven other states also set production records in 
1994:. North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Arkansas, Missouri, Tennessee and Kansas. 

Yields per acre arc also booming, thanks to better 
technology. According to state records, Virginia’s pre- 
vious production high was set 70 years ago on 100,000 
acres. Last year’s record yield was grown on 41,700 
a^rcs. 

Michael Mann, n farmer in Southampton County, near 



the North Carolina state line, made the switch to cotton a 
decade ago, when he got tired of unpredictable yields 
from the grain and soybeans he grew along with peanuts. 

“One year we’d have a fantastic crop. The next year 
we’d have a disaster,” he said. 

Mann’s timing was excellent. Virginia had just com- 
pleted the federal boll weevil eradication program. 

For Mann and other Virginia cotton growers, pro- 
duction costs arc modest: about 54 cents to 58 cents a 
pound. 

For many new cotton growers, the mechanized pick- 
ers needed for efficient harvesting arc in short supply. 

Tom Alphin Jr., whose family owns a 3-year-old 
cotton gin in Windsor, about 40 miles east of Norfolk, 
said they get a lot of calls from people looking for used 
cotton pickers, but few are available. A gin separates 
seeds from fiber.

A horrible trump break is a 
curse that occasionally befalls 
every player. Some find a way to 
cope; others do not. There is 
something to learn from those 
who do. 

In a recent team game, both 
pairs reached the heart game af- 
ter East had shown his spade suit 
One South did not make it; the 
other did. It will do well to exam- 
ine why. 

The South who failed .took the 
first spade and cashed the trump 
ace to get the bad news. With 
trumps 4-0 (a less than 10 percent 
chance), there was the danger of 
losing a trick in each suit. He 
cashed the king and queen of 
trumps and the club king and then 
followed with a dub finesse. East 
won, cashed the high spade and 
switched to a low diamond to 
dummy’s ace. South tried to dis- 
card a diamond on dummy’s 
clubs, but it didn’t work. West 
ruffed and led a diamond and the 
game fell one short. , 

When Henry Baer of Dal las 
held, the South cardd, He founds 
way around the nasty trump' 
break. He also drew three rounds 
of trumps and started the clubs. 
But instead of finessing, he 
cashed the ace and king of clubs 
and led a third round. East won, 
cashed a spade and shifted to dia- 
monds, but it did no good. Dummy 
won and Baer discarded his last 
diamond oh one of dummy’s 
clubs, making his game whether 
or not West ruffed.

TWIN FALLS — Cooks from 
throughout the Magic Valley have been 
sending in great bean recipes in re- 
sponse to a reader request. 

This week, the bean-filled goodies 
arc from Leah Bailees of Hailey. 

"I have been organizing recipes this 
winter, and 1 knew I had a recipe for 
sweet and sour green beans, but I had 
. to wait until i ran into it,” she wrote. 
“Then, low and behold, about the next 
paper I picked up had the bean soup 
recipe.” 

She added a recipe for Carrot Meat- 
loaf, from the 1981 Lipton Soup Mix 
Microwave Contest. The Bean Soup is 
a 50-ycnr-old recipe from a newspaper 
clipping. 

The Sweet and Sour String Beans is 
a recipe that originated with Marty 
Mead of-^win Falls. It was her father’s 
recipe. ^ 

CARROT MEATLOAF 
2 pounds ground round or chuck 
Vi pound ground pork 

2 cups shredded carrots 
1 cup dry bread crumbs 

1 envelope Lipton Onion Soup Mix 
Yi cup milk

Abracadabra! Most parents wish they 
could just wave a magic wand when it 
comes time each morning to prepare lunch- 
es. It can be a chore not just to put them to- 
gether, but also to think of something dif- 
ferent to include. 

But you don’t have to be a wizard in the 
kitchen to convert your tired old standbys 
into fresh new flavors. Put a little magic 
into your brown-bag menus with today’s 
ideas for a week’s worth of sandwiches de- 
signed to please all the taste buds in the 
family. 

Rarely do we hear that it is okay - make 
that desirable - to cat more of anything. 
But that’s the case with tllfe bread and grain, 
food group, which includes breads, cereals 
and pasta. You should enjoy 6 to 1 1 serv- 
ings of breads and grains daily to help 
achieve a more healthful, lower-fat diet. 

Nutritionists generally recommend get- 
ting 55-60 percent of your daily caloric in- 
take from carbohydrates, 10-15 percent 
from protein and less than 30 percent from 
fat.

Is it time yet? 
It sure is 


Clean and sharpen those pruning 
shears, saws and loppers. It’s time. 

Although few of us have crystal balls 
to help predict the future. Bill Galkin at 
the National Weather Service Station in 
Kimberly has the next best thing: a chart 
of local average temperatures. Galkin 
says that valley low average tempera- 
tures usually get down to only 29 de- 
grees from now until about March 26.

Forget the rules when revamping rooms 


That's not bad. If We stick to the aver- 
age, we can safely prune our roses now. 

If a 29-degree average low tempera- 
ture doesn’t instill a sense of trust, 
Galkin says things start looking even bet- 
ter soon. His tables say, that valley low' 
average temperatures arc 31 degrees 
around March 31, and arc simmering up 
around 33 by April 10. 

If you didn’t get a chance to clean up 
the rose bed last winter before that blast 
sent you scurryingundoors, do it now, 
The crunchy brown leaves snap right off 
in most places. Where they arc stubborn, 
clip them very close to the cane, rather 
than tearing any tissue. 

Put all those leaves, and any other rose 
debris you see on the ground, in the 
trash. Do not compost it. It’s full of in- 
sect eggs, fungus spores and other things 
itching to make your roses ugly. 

If there arc no leaves emerged, you 
may use a light dormant oil spray when 
you’re through to smother remaining in- 
sect eggs. Follow label directions. 

Look for dead or diseased canes. Cut 
them all the way back to the crown. 

Look for crossing canes. Pick the 
smallest, weakest -one and prune italLthc _ \ 
way back. Hybrid tea roses want .to- end 
up with about five good, sturdy canes. 
When you’re finished, they should 
roughly resemble the^hape of your hand 
when you hold a volleyball in your palm. 

Make 45-degree angle cuts, one-quar- 
ter inch above an outside eye on the 
canes. This will direct growth away from 
the center of the bush. Sharper angles 
promote dicback; level cuts collect little 
pools of water and rot the canes. If 
you’ve had cane borers in the past, put a 
dab of Elmer’s wood glue or fingernail 
polish on the cut ends. Do not use prun- 
ing tar. 

Begin your fungicide spray schedule 
today. It doesn’t matter much which 
fungicide you use, but use “Brand A” for 
three weeks, then switch to “Brand B." 
After three weeks with that one, switch 
to "Brand C.” In three weeks, go back to 
"Brand A.” Switching fungicides keeps 
the bad guys from building resistance, 
and you get the upper hand in the battle 
against black spot and mildew.

B oihting. The paint, sold under such , 
rand names as Drylok, Thoroscal | 
and Durabond, is designed to halt 
seepage, where outside water works ; 
its jvay into a basement by seeping '] 
through pores in the masonry walls. 
Most waterproofers should not be 
used on floors. 

Waterproofing paint will not cure 
serious eases of basement flooding 
• caused by high water tables or poor 
drainage. It also will not cure base- 
ment dampness caused by condensa- 
tion. Before attempting to use water- 
proofing paint, homeowners need to 
cnrcfully evaluate the cause of base- 
ment dampness and take all the fire- 
liminary steps needed to make paint- 
' ing successful. 

Start by clearing up outside prob- 
lems that contribute to basement 
dampness. This means checking rain 
gutters to make sure they are in good 
condition and are carrying water away 
from the foundation of the house. 

. Make sure gutters and downspouts arc 
not blocked by leaves or debris. If 
possible, correct poor grading that 
causes water to run toward the foun- 
dation instead of away from it. . . 

Perform a' simple test to determine 
if moisture on inside walls is seepage 
or condensation. Dry a small section 
of wall with a heat gun or gun-type- 
hair dryer. Tape a piece of aluminum 
foil about eight inches square to the 
dry spot and leave it in place for a 
week or so. Remove the foil and' 
examine both sides. If the side that 
.was to.ward the wall is wet, there is 
seepage. If the front of the foil is wet, 
it is caused by condensation. 

The best treatments for condensa- 
tion are dchumidifying and improved 
Ventilation. If there is a clothes dryer 
in the basement, make sure it is vent- 
ed to the outside.

has q water-based waterproofer (Latex 
Base Drylok) that has a somewhat 
reduced odor.. Wear goggles, gloves 
and other protective clothing when 
applying any waterproofer, and read 
the directions on the container care- 
fully. The paints, which usually cost 
less than $20 a gallon, are available in 
white aqd several light pastel colors, 
or can be tinted to light shades. 

Waterproofers can generally be 
applied over existing waterproofing 
paint in good condition, but not over 
conventional paints. Old latex or oil 
paint must be removed by wire brush- 
ing, scraping or other means. 

Wails should also be free of dirt, 
grease and other contaminants. A fre- 
quentiproblem is mineral-salt deposits 
on (lie walls, called efflorescence. 
Paint will not adhere tt> these deposits, 
so they must be removed. The usual 
treatment is to scrub salt deposits with 
a solution of muriatic acid, sold at 
some paint stores and Home centers, 
or a special cleaner such as UGL’s 
Drylok Etch. Wear eye and skin pro- 
tection when using these cleaners. 

Repair cracks and holes in the walls 
with fast-setting hydraulic cement, 
sold by waterproofing- paint dealers 
under various brand names. Use the 
same cement to seal cracks and gaps 
at the wall -’floor joint. Before apply- 
ing the cement, clean areas to be 
patched by wire-brushing and scrub- 
bing with water. 

Check directions on the paint con- 
tainer for application instructions. For 
example, UGL recommends applying 
the first coat of Drylok with a large, 
stiff paintbrush. Use the bristles to 
work the paint thoroughly into the 
pores of the masonry. Applied to the 
proper. thickness, a gallon of Drylok 
should cover 75 to 100 square feet. 

‘ The second coat of waterproofer 
can be .applied 'With a roller. If seep- 
age still occurs on some parts of. the 
wall, apply a third coat to those areas.

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Quality insulation crucial 
tp any remodeling project 


Planning makes projects go smoothly 


Q: My son and 1 plan to convert 
our garage into a fourth bedroom., It 
wilj need to be insulated, heated and 
totally finished with paneling. Please 
give me some tips on making it effi- 
cient - T. H. 

A: The type and quality of. the 
insolation job is most critical to the 
efficiency of your remodeled garage. 
Wipdow selection and the type of 
heating system arc also important 
considerations. 

If you have cVcr seen signs of 
■i mo|sturc in your garage, you should 
apply n waterproof coating to thc- 
wajls. In 'fact, it is always a good 
idea to waterproof masonry, block 
or lirick walls anyway.- 
If you arc familiar with hanging 
dryjwall, consider it insicad of panel- 
ing;. Using drywall allows installa- 
tion of thinner, high R-vnluc rigid 
foam insulation to save floor space. 
Mdst building codes require rigid 
foapi insulation to be covered with 
fT-ipch thick drywall for fire safety. , 
Rigid foam insulation sheets arc 
easy to install. First, nail or glue fur- 
ring strips either horizontally or ver- 
tically on 16-inch centers. Install 
short perpendicular strips between 
them on 24-inch centers. Lay the 
foam insulatioh in between them and * 
nail the drywall to the furring strips. 

Using paneling requires 2-by-4 
framing to provide space for fiber- 
glass batt insulation. Special high- 
density batts faced with a vapor bar- 
rier arc most effective and easy to 
install. For a better moisture seal, 
staple plastic vapor barrier film over 
insulated framing before covering- 
with the paneling. 

As a rule of thumb, about ten 4- 
by-8 sheets of paneling arc needed 
for a room with a 40 foot perimeter. 
For each standard size door, deduct 

one half panel. For each standard 

size window, deduct one quarter 
panel. 

If a small garage conversion is 
made very efficient, your existing 
heating and cooling system should 
.be pblc to handle it. Do-it-yourself 
add-a-duct kits with flexible ducting 
are available. The dampers in all the 
room ducts will have to be readjust- 
ed to balance the heated and cooled 
air flows. 

Attach this kit to the duct from an 
adjacent room. Installing a new sus- 
pended ceiling is usually easiest and 
gives the most finished appearance.
